MEASUREMENTS 


Regarding your request for information dealers 
measuring plants and flowers, our method 
follows: 

quoting sizes cactus plants, measure the 
height diameter, whichever greater, without in- 
cluding the spine length. 

measuring flowers, quote the spread the 
flower actually grows. would great ex- 
aggeration add the length two longer petals 
the width the throat and would very misleading 
customers purchasing same. 

the case tubular flower such Nopalxochia 
phyllanthoides, commonly sold Epiphyllum Deut- 
sche Kaiserin, the actual diameter about inches, 
whereas, the two longest petals were added the 
width the throat, the measurement would ap- 
proximately inches, which certainly not true.

Because the Index which occupies part the 
current issue, will postpone the continuation 
“Do You Know the Bromeliads?” Mulford 
Foster, and Shurly, until the 
January issue. 
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was 1934 that Mulford Foster Orlando, 
Florida, reached the peak his interest cacti. 
result made his first trip Mexico the following 
year search these plants and then with his bride 
took two more trips, each time bringing back wealth 
living material for his Florida garden. these 
cactus hunts became very much enthused about 
certain epiphytic plants which often grew the 
prickly stems Cardons, Candelabros and Organos 
the complex Cereus group. These air plants were 
mostly Tillandsias, belonging the Pineapple family, 
botanically Bromeliaceae. was already acquainted 
with the thirteen odd Florida species but yearned 
get better acquainted with the Mexican varieties 
which were much more diverse and much more beauti- 
ful and intriguing comparison. Year year his 
enthusiasm for bromels increased until desire visit 
Brazil—country, where the greatest array luxuriant 
forms are found—became strong could not 
resist. Thus, with serious purpose mind, the study 
and collection air plants, Mr. and Mrs. Foster 
boarded the Troubadour, small cargo ship Brazil- 
bound the spring 1939 for six-months sojourn 
that country. That their first bromel expedition 
bore fruit attested the fact that they made another 
trip the following year and all discovered nearly 
one hundred new species, remarkable record far ex- 
ceeding the one established Glaziou, the famous 
French collector-botanist, who held the laurels for 
many years with all-time high sixty. 


Their rendezvous with bromels, orchids and cacti 
was not always comfortable nature; fact, was 
just the opposite, for rare plants not grow along 
main routes travel nor where they can plucked 
merely reaching for them without stretching. Plant 
expeditions into jungle and desert regions often spell 
insurmountable obstacles, hard work and uncertain 
moments, but when the fruits the trip are taken into 
account, then all the hardships and unpleasantness 
become but memory. For very interesting account 
this couple’s experiences search bromels and 
cacti, highly recommend their new book, BRAZIL, 
ORCHID THE TROPICS, released last month 
the Jaques Cattell Press Lancaster, Pa. contains 
306 pages entertaining text which easily digest- 
able and full authentic information about the natural 
wonders that great South American country. The

Another interesting book recently placed the 
market MANUAL SOUTHWESTERN 
DESERT TREES AND SHRUBS, issued Bio- 
logical Science Bulletin No. the University 
Arizona. the work our good friend, Dr. 
Lyman Benson, who did the revised edition THE 
CACTI ARIZONA 1940, and Dr. Robert 
Darrow. The book semi-popular semi-technical 
character, designed for use identification trees 
and shrubs native the desert regions California, 
Nevada, Utah, Arizona, New Mexico and the Trans- 
Pecos portion Texas. contains 391 pages text, 
describing approximately 300 species and varieties 
plants, including yuccas, nolinas, dasylirions, agaves 
and many others which grow association with cacti. 
The book enhanced lovely kodachrome pic- 
tures, black and white photographs, number 
distributional maps and host plant drawings.

Dyer, co-author with White and Sloane 
THE SUCCULENT EUPHORBIEAE, describes new 
Brachystelma from the Marico District Transvaal 
the July, 1945, issue the Journal South Afri- 
can Botany. the same issue, Henderson brings 
out new Ceropegia from the Cape Province. The 
new Brachystelma gracillimum perennial herb with 
tuberous rootstock, distinguished from its closest 
ally, Galpinii its taller and stiffer habit, and 
particularly the much longer solitary and very 
slender flowers. The plant rather rare because its 
tubers, like those other Brachystelmas, are eaten 
the natives. Ceropegia Smithii plant with creep- 
ing stem, rigidly fleshy, obovate elliptic oblong 
leaves and red-spotted and purplish-veined yellowish 
green flowers. The plant was described from dried 
material, small living plant, preserved flower and 
buds alcohol and colored drawing. 

John Milton Webber the Fiber Crops Field 
Laboratory Riverside, California, describes new 
Yucca from northwestern New Mexico the October, 
1945, number Madrofio. This new desert lily, 
Yucca navajoa, named for the Navajo Indians upon 
whose reservation the plants were first observed. 
said most closely related but dis- 
tinguished from its many more leaf rosettes per 
plant and slightly smaller flowers and flower parts. 
also unique that the only species the 
Yucca glauca complex, which belong, with dense 
clumping mainly due the branching aerial 
caudex. The formation caudex itself rather 
unusual, elongated aerial stems are rarely formed 
within the glauca group, and all other species 
the group have been described acaulescent.
